ledged 3 it is but reaſmable, that upon

times were thought convenient: Yet fo, as 
that the main ! and Eſſentials of it (as 
well in the chieteſt 8 as in the 
frame and order thereof) have ſtill continu- 
ed the ſame unto this day, and do yet ſtand 
firm and unſhaken, notwithſtanding all the 
vain attempts, and impetuqus aſſaults made

= HE Plalter ſhall be read 
once every Month, as it is there 
appointed, both for Morning and 
Evening Prayer. But in February 
it ſhall be read only to the Twenty eighth, 
or Twenty ninth day of the Month. 


And whereas Fanuery, March, May, July, 


Auguſt, Ofiober, and December have One at 
thirty days apiece ; It is Ordered, that the 
ſame Pfalms ſhall be read the laſt day of 
the ſaid Months, which were read the day 
before ; So that the Pſalter may begin again 
the firſt day of the next Month enſuing. 
.And whereas the CXIX Pſalm is divided 
- neo XXII Portions, and is over- long to be 
at one time; it is fo ordered, that at 


one time ſhall not be read above four or five 
of the ſaid Portions. 

And ar the end of every Pſalm, an4 of
